UTAH NEWS.

(Summarized from Territorial Papers.) 

A proposition has been made to erect gas works in Ogden City. 

A project has been started for utilizing the surplus water of Jordan river, 
which may add several thousand acres to the cultivatable land near Salt Lake 
City. 

A four-set mill, for the manufacture of woollen goods, is to be erected by 
Mr. Frank W. Jennings, in the Nineteenth Ward of Salt Lake City, at a cost 
of 30,000 dols. for the building alone. 


_ The latest news from Utah states that the citizens of that highly-favored 
land (in the matter of climate) are enjoying the Indian summer—beautiful 
days of warm sunshine, and cool nights. 

Professor Evan Stephen’s Musical Society is to be augmented this winter 
by the leading vocalists and musicians of Salt Lake City, and it is expected 
they will give performances in both opera and oratorio. 

We are sorry to note that, because of the good price obtainable, wheat is 
being shipped from Utah in such great quantities that there is a proba- 
bility, before next harvest, there will not be enough left for home con- 
sumption. 

The shippers of produce from Utah to the Eastern States have been so 

frequently and badly fleeced by individuals to whom they have made con- 
signments, that it has been decided to establish a Produce Exchange, and 
send agents to look after their interests in the East. 

Judge Sandford, who is now sitting in the Third District Court of Utah, 
displays a commendable lack of vindictiveness in his decisions on cases of 
unlawful cohabitation ; in fact, when compared with the malicious actions of 
his predecessor, he may be said to incline to leniency. As a consequence, the 
anti-Mormons are grumbling at Judge Sandford: a continuance of the late 
bitter, persecuting crusade is what they want. 

We obtain the following information, by Reuters telegram, from New 
York, dated Oct. 9, 1888 :—“ The Supreme Court of Utah has entered a final 
judgment and decree in favor of the United States Government in the suit 
instituted by it against the Mormon Church, to obtain the dissolution of the 
Church, and to have its property declared forfeited to the Government. The 
defendants will appeal against this judgment to the United States Supreme 
Court.“ This, as usual with most other items that are published in relation 
to the Latter-day Saints, is not altogether true. The case before the Supreme 
Court of Utah was, that the Church contests the right of a Receiver taking 
possession of Church property before such property has been legally declared 
by the Court as forfeited, under the Edmunds-Tucker law. We look for a 
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reversal of this decree by the Supreme Court of the United States, asa 
reminder to the Utah Courts that “Mormons” have rights, a fact which the 
Federal officials in that Territory generally ignore.

Mr. B. G. Jenkins, F. R. A. S., of Dulwich, has written a lengthy letter to the Times, 
claiming that he has discovered, by means of astronomy, the true cause of variations in 
the weather, and has invented a method by which all meteorological changes can be 
predicted any number of years before they oocur. 

A survey has lately been made in the North of Ireland and the Mull of Kintyre, for 
the purpose of securing data for an estimate of the cost of a tunnel across the narrow 
strait which separates Ireland from Scotland. The ‘result reached was that a tunnel 
would cost $40,000,000, or about $5,000,000 per nautical mile. 

There is now a proposition to construct a railroad from the Turkish capital to Bagdad, 
a distance of 1,400 miles. This effected, the route te India would be ten days shorter 
than by the Suez Canal With the roads either building or projected in China and 
Siberia, it will not be long before the Asiatic continent will be almost as fully opened to 
the tourist and the business man as Europe is. With the advent of railroads and the 
telegraph come light and progress. And the dark places of the earth will soon be 
illuminated, literally and intellectually, until modern ideas and modern discoveries and 
modern products will be as widely distributed in the East as in the West, and the way 
will be prepared for that fraternization of the nations that prophets have foreseen and 
philanthropists have prayed and labered for.

Mail advices have been received from Cuba giving particulars of the recent cyclone 
in the island. It appears that it raged on the 4th and 5th September over the whole 
length of the great province of Santa Clara, causing damage amounting to millions of 
dollars. At Sagua scarcely twenty houses escaped injury. The desolation and ruin are 
complete. The rivers overflowed their banks, and vessels foundered or stranded, while 
in some cases they were even driven into the streets of the town. Fatalities are reported 
everywhere. A hundred persons perished at Cardenas and seventy at Caibarien, the 
total number of deaths in the island being estimated at 1,000. A large number of persons 
have also been injured by falling debris. The vortex of the cyclone entered the island 
near Sagua, and, crossing between Havana and Bataband and through Consolocion de 
Tur, finally left in the direction of Vera Orus.

Tue history of ancient Israel as recorded in the Bible is very similar. The 
Lord took them from the bondage of Egypt, to sanctify them a people to 
Himself. He gave them Moses and Aaron, and other wise, faithful men to 
be their teachers, and led them from the dominion of Egypt towards a chosen 
land, their journey being attended by such displays of God’s glory and power 
as is seldom witnessed by the inhabitants of the earth. The Gospel of the 
Son of God was first presented to them, but when they would not abide its 
requirements, the law of Moses, a less excellent law, was given to be their 
schoolmaster to bring them to Christ (Gal. iii; Heb. iv). And when they 
complained against the free constitution that had been given them, and would 
no longer sustain the judges whom the Lord raised up to be their leaders, He 
gave them a kingdom according to their desires (1 Sam. viii), but warned 
them of the bondage to which it was liable to lead. 

The. consequences of obedience to the laws which the Lord gave them 
through Moses, even before the death of Moses, was plainly set before them; 
and surely the advantages that are there set forth leave nothing to be 
desired, no matter how ambitious of peace, power, honor, wealth, glory and 
dominion a nation might be. And on the other hand, in case of their for- 
saking their God and His laws, the judgments, calamities, distress, wars, 
famines, pestilences, dishonor and destruction that should follow as a conse- 
quence of their apostacy from God, are drawn with such vividness, even 
down to the minutest detail, that had these things been written after they 
came to pass—after the threatened judgments were visited upon Israel, and 
especially upon Judah—in a word, had they been written as history instead 
of prophecy, they could scarcely be more circumstantial than the prophetic 
words of Moses (Deut. xxviii). 
But notwithstanding all thes promises of favor and blessing on the one 
hand, and the forewarnings of calamity on the other, Israel rebelled against 
God and wholly rejected Him, and trampled upon His counsels, The gene- 

rous instructions of the teachers whom the Lord raised up to instruct them 
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in the things of righteousness and true government, were unheeded. They 
killed the force and spirit of the law of Moses by their vain traditions The 
warning of the prophets were unheeded, and the prophets themselves were 
stoned and murdered. The earnest appeals of. Lehi, the sharp reproofs of 
Ezekiel, the pathetic pleadings of Jeremiah, as well as the poetic fire and 
more splendid prophecies of Isaiah, could do no more than to bring them to 
a partial repentance. These means of correction failing, there was occasional 
chastisement administered in wars, partial famines, seasons of captivity, to 
remind them that justice was not dead, though at times it appeared to sleep, 
and to give them premonitions of the terribleness of the wrath which would 
overtake them if they persisted in their rebellion and wickedness. But all 
this was of no avail. Neither the instruction of the wise teachers, nor re- 
proofs from special messengers from God, were sufficient to bring them to 
repentance; neither moving eloquence nor prophetic warnings or inspired 
portrayals of certain calamity could soften their obdurate hearts. Even 
chastisement failed to produce any permanent reformation. 

Finally the Son of God came among them, but Him they rejected, accused 
and condemned of blasphemy before their Senate, and sentenced Him, who 
did no sin, to death; led Him before Pontius Pilate, the Roman Judge, and 
under the pressure of popular clamor compelled that functionary of the 
Roman government, against the sense of his better judgment, to sign the 
warrant for His death; and then, amid the cry of “let His blood be upon us 
and our children,” led Him away to His crucifixion. 

The climax of their apostasy and rebellion had now been reached. Nothing 
more to their damnation could they add. They had sowed to the wind, they 
must now reap the whirlwind. So they have. The full fury of outraged 
justice and righteousness broke upon them with a force that was irresistible. 
The Romans under Titus beseiged their city, Jerusalem, and successfully cut 
off all supplies of food or assistance from the surrounding country. To the 
horrors of war waged by the Romans was added those of civil conflict within 
the walls of the city, more fruitful in calamity and cruelty than the actual 
conflict with the Roman soldiery. As if distress there was not already 
enough, famine preyed upon them, and a million perished from lingering 
starvation. If men were brutal, women became fiendish, and fed upon the 
flesh of their own offspring. 

At last the Romans forced an entrance into the city, and they with sword 
and flame were permitted to complete the ruin so well nigh accomplished by 
the Jews themselves. The beautiful temple was destroyed, so that not one 
stone was left upon another which was not thrown down. This was done by 
the Roman soldiery in their mad search for gold. Jerusalem was laid waste 
and desolate. Hundreds of thousands of her people were put to death, and 
the remainder of them taken into captivity, or driven into exile. 

From that time till now, for more than eighteen centuries, they have 
remained a broken, scattered people, despised, hated, distracted, unfriended, 
oppressed: a hiss and by-word in every land where they have sought a home. 
They have learned by a sad experience that it is a terrible thing to reject the 
tender mercies of God, and fall under His displeasure. 

Turning again to the Western Continent, we have the experience of Israel 
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in the East duplicated in that of the Nephites and Lamanites; the same 
lesson is taught by their experience—viz, that it is a fearful thing to rebel 
against God, and reject and fight against His truth. The half naked Ameri- 
can savage, with the desolation that surrounded him in a splendid land—at 
the time it was discovered by the Europeans—and filled as it is with the 
ruins that testify to the grandeur of his departed glory, is a warning of deep 
significance to the nations now in the zenith of their power, not to follow in 
their footsteps and reject the counsel of God against themselves. 

What shall I say of Tyre and Sidon? of Nineveh with her hundred gates? 
of Babylon, “the glory of kingdoms, the beauty of the Chaldean excellence,” 
with her mighty walls, her strong gates and towers, her palatial residences, 
her magnificent temples, her hanging gardens, the wonder and admiration of 
all who beheld them—where are all these? Crumbled into shapeless heaps 
of ruins that scarce are sufficient to show where they once stood—nothing 
left of them but the name. Where, too, are the proud empires of Assyria 
and Babylon, of Egypt and Persia, of Macedonia and Greece, and lastly, 
where is Rome, the most stupendous political fabric yet constructed by the 
wisdom of man—where are all these? Where is their strength, their glory, 
their pride—nay, I ask more, where are the principles that formed the basis 
of their constitutions, the ideas by which they were governed—principles 
which they expected would forever perpetuate their institutions—where are 
all these things as well as the empires themselves—like the gorgeous temples, 
and cloud-capped towers of the cities we have named, they have dissolved 
into thin air, like the baseless fabric of an empty vision. Look at your maps 
uf to-day, and you shall find no line or trace of them, not even of the bound- 
aries which once marked the extent of their dominions. All is lost except 
their names and their history. As in the sight of God the mountains are as 
unstable and transient as the clouds, so nations rise and passaway. But 
seek out the causes of their dissolution, look well into it, and you will find 
that these nations no less than the children of Israel, both Jews and Neph- 
ites, were guilty of violating righteous principles as they understood them, of 
refusing to repent, and of rejecting the counsels of God and fighting against 
His truth. They were guilty of oppression, pride, licentiousness; they tyran- 
nized over the meek and lowly; they wrung from the hands of the poor the 
wealth their labor created, that they might consume it upon their lust. And 
these abominations were the causes of their overthrow. And as one reviews 
the rise and fall of great kingdoms, republics, and splendid empires, he con- 
cludes that Byron might well say— 

"Tis first freedom, and then glory; 
When that fails, wealth, corruption, 
Barbarism at last ; and history, 
With all her volumes vast, 

Hath but one page. 

What lessons are here spread out for the reading of the nations of to-day? 
True, they might be offended if one should tell them that there was danger 
threatening them for their wickedness, for they esteem themselves righteous, 
so did the people of the ancient cities and kingdoms I have named. It 
would be held to be treasonable to say that the present governments which

encumber the earth will pass away like the others have—like the chaff of 
the summer’s threshing-floor, for they think they have laid the foundation of 
their respective political fabrics on so sure a basis that they will be perpetu- 
ated forever—so thought the Babylonians, the Greeks, and especially the 
Romans—but they have passed away, and have left nothing behind them 
but their names and the lessons which their follies and crimes teach. And 
here let me be bold enough to say, that if the proud nations now in the height 
of their glory and splendor repent not of their crimes and turn unto the 
Lord and walk in the light of His truths, their kingdoms also shall pass 
away, and future historians shall speak of them as we now do of those 
ancient monarchies that have perished. 

But I fear you have forgotten, shall I say? the subject in hand—repent- 
ance. Of the things I would have you remember, this is the sum: True 
repentance is sincere sorrow for sin, accompanied by a firm resolution to for- 
sake that which is evil. The legitimate fruits of such sorrow—such repent- 
ance, is a reformation of life and salvation. And if, peradventure, through 
weakness of human nature, one should fall into transgression, even after set- 
ting his heart to work righteousness, let him not be discouraged, but repeat 
his repentance, and I believe the experiences I have pointed out in this 
chapter, both individual and national, demonstrate that God is good, and 
goodness is ever delighted to forgive. He is merciful and willing to pardon 
abundantly those who are sorry for their offenses and will make a manly 
effort to reform. But on the other hand, those who mock Him, and pre- 
sumptuously sin, thinking to improve upon His long-suffering, have need to 
fear—both persons and nations, for all history teaches that it is a fearful 
thing to fall under the displeasure of the Most High. R.

Tas JUDGMENT IN THE JARMAN CASA — President David Williams, of the 
Welsh Mission, has kindly favored us with a verbatim report of the judgment 
of the Stipendiary (J. Coke Fowler, Esq.), at the Swansea Police Court, 
Monday, September 17, 1888, in the Jarman case, which we think proper 
to put on record. The Stipendiary said :— 


I have no doubt whatever of my duty as a magistrate in this case. Mr. 
Williams, who appears to be a member of the Mormon body, seeks _ oa 
tion here from fear of injury to his life or his person or his dwelling-house 
It is my business, sitting as a magistrate, to preserve the peace of this town, 
and to protect all persons who have reasonable ground for apprehension that 
they may be assailed. The language proved to have been by defendant 
—using the utmost discretion [ can in the matter—seems to me to fully 
— the alarm atid apprehension which Elder Williams says he felt. The 

that Mr. Jarman used terms in the Albert Hall which, according to his 
own witness, contained all the vituperative in the language, and the fact 
that this lecture was followed by an assemblage of crowds around his house, 
and that it has been under the protection of the police—which, I am happy 
to think, is unprecedented in this peaceful and most orderly borough— 
satisfies me that it is my duty to interpose and give the desired protection to 
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the complainant in this case. I can very well understand that 
have strong objections to the Mormon * 
these objections ; but still, the people of En 
worship in their own way, whether they be Jews, Turks, Persians, or Mormons. 
So long as they preach nothing — — immoral, nothing illegal, 
they are entitled to come for protection of law. I have no evidence 

Mr. Williams has taught disobedience to the Jaws of * nor any evi - 
dence that Mr. Williams has any personal malice towa defendant. No 
doubt, if polygamy and bigamy were recommended and there was evidence 
to that he would be liable to prosecution ; but there is no such evidence 
before me. en, though this practice is preached and the marriages take 
place away in Utah, the Mormons are no more to be bullied and intimidated 
than Persians or Turks, or other persons who come to dwell here who have 
more wives than one. The proper course—if such views are held by them— 
is to expound and explain them, and to give calm and quiet a to 
that which is alleged to be the mischievous part of their views, but not to 
intimidate. I think a dangerous agitation has been set on foot—that is the 
effect on my mind after listening to this body of evidence—and I think 
it is absolutely necessary to prevent that agitation which is dangerous to the 
peace of the town, dangerous to the safety of the individual. At the same 
time I hope that what I am saying will have its due effect upon the mind of 
Mr. Jarman, that he will see the necessity of my interposing in the manner I 
am about to do. I call 2 him to enter into recognizances of 4100 to keep 
the peace for three mont

in my native town of Frome, in 
tshire. The message came to 

me as “good tidings of 2 joy,” 
and without delay or offering an 
opposition I received it with a mee 
and grateful heart. The first sermon 
I heard was upon a Sunday evenin 
and the Sunday next following 
walked seven miles, to Warminster, 
to find an Elder to baptize me. This 
Elder was Uriah Butt. After receiv- 
ing the ordinances of baptism and the 
laying on of hands by the administra- 
tion of the authorized servant of God, 
I received the Holy Ghost accordin 
to the promises made to me; an 
with this precious gift came a testi- 
mony to my soul that the doctrine 
was true, and that the work I had 
embraced was of God, with the further 
ee vo assurance that my sins were 
orgiven and that the Savior had ac- 
cepted me as His disciple. This was 
in 1849. And after the lapse of thirty- 
nine years I do solemnly state that 
this testimony has never left me for 
a single moment; but that, notwith- 
standing all my weaknesses, way ward- 
ness and follies, it has been a light 
to my feet, and a lamp to my path 
mon constant increase of light and 
At the time of my baptism I was 
an oye’ in which position I 
remained till I was twenty-one, A 
few months after my term of bondage 
expired I was invited by Elder Thos. 
Caffal to attend a Conference of the 
Church at Bath. This was in 1855. 
At this Conference I was called to f° 
forth into the world and preach the 

and bear testimony of the 
things which I had received of the 
Holy Spirit. I continued in the 
ministry until the year 1861, when I 
was released to emigrate to Utah by 
President G. Q. Cannon. 

The first year of my ministerial 
labors was devoted to the Wiltshire 
Conference. In this field I visited 
many towns, including Trowbridge, 


Wistbury, Steeple Ashton, Bur 
and a number the 
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bourhood. time was wholly de- 
voted to distributing tracts, expound- 


ing — 0 and 
apostles in the homes of t ple, 
as occasion offered, and —.— at 
street corners and open spaces In 
this occupation I traveled very often 
long distances, always on foot, and 
frequently alone. Upon a certain 
occasion I started out with a com- 
ae Samuel Lucas—on a 
unday morning at four o'clock; 
preached in three different villages, 
and got back at two o'clock next 
morning, having walked forty-four 
miles. e were invited by a kind- 
hearted man to supper: this was the 
only time we ate while upon the trip. 
The following three years were occu- 
ied in labors in the Land’s End Con- 
erence ; one year and nine months as 
Traveling Elder, and the balance of 
the time as President. During this 
period I learned the most valued 
and lasting lessons of my life. It 
would be an infinite loss to me to 
— —— out from 
e volume of my earthly experiences, 
even if I received the wealth of an 
empire in exchange. [ carried the 
Gospel into scores of towns and vil- 
lages ; I was alone all the time. I 
was praised and flattered by a few ; 
and upon two occasions my devotion 
to the pure Gospel and my sincerity 
in preaching according to the apostolic 
pattern, was tested by tempting offers 
of easy and lucrative ition as a 
Baptist minister. But by the people 
nerally I was hated and spurn 
erided and mobbed ; and, hardest 


1857 I was one of the man 
Elders who were called to af out an 
break up new ground. o section 
weedy moral soil in North Devon, 
with the town of Tiverton as a centre. 
I went there with only tenpence in 
my pocket, aud stayed three weeks 
without visiting or seeing a member 
of the Church. At the end of that 
period I knew there was a living God 
that would hear and answer 


I devoted the first week to Tiver- 
ton, beginning on Monday. On the 
following a vestry meeting 

of all the ministers in the town was 


assembled, at which it was agreed 


that on the following Sunday notice 
should be given from the pulpit in 
every place of worship that “the 
Mormon delusion which has recently 
visited Tiverton, asa moral malignant 
contagion, be frowned down and 
stamped out.” This was followed by 
@ general rejection of my tracts and 
the visitation of insult and abuse 
upon me. The leader * — 7 
tian opposition was one John Manley 
* —— of the “Established 
This =e. scores 
of my tracts, an unting them in 
my face declared that he would burn 
them as the vilest trash. Upon my 
saying that the judgments of God 
would burn him, he threatened to 
throw me over a wall into the river. 
I solemnly testify that through the 
bigotry and frantic opposition of John 
Manley and most of the clergy—the 
spiritual leaders and moral lights of 

people were prejudi and turn

warning that was sent to them ; 
and in consequence thereof I was ill- 
ae 5 mobbed, and cast out by the 
people. 

After this repulse I went into the 
villages round about, and after suffer- 
ing mony privations my labors were 
rewarded with the joy of leading into 
the water six new converts. The last 
year of this mission I labored as Pre- 
sident of the Wiltshire Conference. 
I was released, and emigrated to Utah 
in 1861. 

In October, 1885, I was called upon 
to fill a mission to my native land. 
The terms pro to me were, that 
I go upon a mission to Great Britain, 
support my family during my 2 
and pay my expenses to the field o 
labor. Accepting these conditions, 
and knowing that I would be infinitely 
the gainer by the temporal sacrifice, 
I departed on the 13th of October, 
and arrived at Liverpool on the 12th 
of November, having spent some time 
in the States visiting. | 

During the first three months I 
labored in the North London Branch 
of the London Conference. I was 
next sent to the Berks and Wilts Dis- 
trict of the same Conference, where I 
did a great deal of traveling and 
preaching. At the lapse four 
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months I was recalled to London, 
where I remained till September, 1887. 
My experience as a missionary in 
the world’s metropolis was pony 
with instructive lessons, and I 4 
profound interest in the duties of 
calling, and in studying the vari 
scenes surrounding me. I prea 
several hundred times to the people, 
in public halls, in the parks, and upon 
the street corners, as opportunity 
offered. The leading and perpetual 
burden of my theme been repent- 
ance, and obedience to the Scriptural 
ordinances of the Gospel. But my 
observation has taught me that the 
one t obstacle standing before the 
ple of this generation and prevent- 
ing them from accepting the Gospel 
is a lack of the disposition to repent 
of their sins. I have met with hun- 
dreds of persons who have received 
my message and have professed belief 
in the principles as taught by the 
Elders, but they could not forsake 
their worldly and sensual ifica- 
tions. I have reason to believe that 
there are tens of thousands who are 
convinced of the truth of Mormonism, 
and would be willing to accept every 
one of the doctrines which it embraces 
if they conld do so and still indulge 
in sin. Myself and my fellow-laborers 
often-times refused to baptize appli- 
cants because they had not manifested 
the signs of true repentance. Pro- 
bably all mankind would accept sal- 
vation if they could be saved in their 
sins. During my sojourn in the great 
city I was at times brought in contact 
with the clergy and the press, and 
opportunities were afforded me to 
reeive the animus of these might 
orces of the intellectual sphere, an 
to estimate their potency in distorting 
and vilifying the truth. These 
united armaments, bristling with 
weapons of scorn and belching pom 
ous thunder, stand between the 0 
and the authorized servants of God, 
and will not allow the Gospel and the 
voice of warning to reach them. U 
— — Any 
vored to deprive us of our preachi 
halls by offering more rent than — 
were paying. And these hirelin 
were ever upon the track of the El- 
ders, zealously seeking to obliterate 
the impression made by our teachings 
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by distorting our doctrine and tra- 
ducing our characters; thus playing 
the part of the “ wicked one” in the 
parable, “catching away that which 
was sown in his heart.” 

On Tuesday evening, October 12, 
1886, a meeting was held in St. 
George’s Hall. The object was to 
bring the doctrines of the Latter-day 
Saints befure the public through the 
London press. A strong force of re- 

rters were present. Elders R. 

loan, M. B. Shipp, and myself were 
the speakers. e endeavored to 
preach the Gospel and to represent 
the Latter-day Saints in their true 
light; but every point presented giv- 
ing a favorable view of our le 
and our principles was met with de- 
risive hisses or silent contempt ; and, 
with one exception, the reports which 
were allowed to reach the eyes of the 
public were a garbled mixture of frag- 
mentary quotations, interpolated with 
satirical remarks, with every kernel 
of truth carefully sifted out. Thus 
the temporizing priesthood, and the 
press in the hands of uncunscionablé 
time-servers hold in satanic thraidom 
the souls of men. 
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tween thirty and forty were baptized. 

When I recall the pleasing associa- 
tions I bave had with the Saints in 
various parts, and tbeir uniform 
generous treatment and care for my 
temporal comfort, my heart melts 
with tenderness towards them; and 
my prayers ascend to our heavenly 
Father for them, and I feel humbled 
myself and pray earnestly that I 
may continue faithful and be worthy 
to associate with such a people in 
time and eternity. 

Brother Teasdale, I thank you for 
the many words of counsel and en- 
couragement you have given. [ama 
better man through my intercourse 
with you and receiving of your spirit, 
and imitating your example. 

In estimating the fruits of my 
labors, the results of so much time 
and opportunity appear very small 
and inadequate to what might be de- 
sired and expected. I had the plea- 
sure of baptizing nineteen persons—a 
meagre crop from the amount of seed 
scattered and the extent of the field 
sown. But the time of sowing is a 
season of sacrifice. It is the reapers 
who have the joy of harvest time. 
However unprofitable my labors might 
appear, I have a peaceful conscious- 
ness that my humble efforts to do 
something for the cause of Zion are 
acceptable tou my heavenly Father 
and that I have the confidence an 
blessing of my brethren and sisters.—
